Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 25 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 25 recites that a "hub rotatably coupling said detachable winding assembly 
to said tool adapter". However, this coupling is fixed so as to transmit rotation from the 
winding assembly to the too adapter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 25 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Dorma. 

Only the tensioning tool is being recited. In Fig. 1 3, see tool adapter 41 , winding 
assembly 128, first gear 137, hub 141,142, and second gear 147, which engages first 
gear 137 indirectly through gears 152, etc., or, alternatively, directly (column 6, lines 34- 
37). The housing has external portions, any of which may be considered a stop. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Dorma. 

Regarding the engagement of the first and second gears, while such is indirect 
as stated above, it would have been obvouis to modify Dorma whereby the worm gear 
directly engages gear 137 so as to reduce parts. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The reading of the claims on Dorma is detailed above. To reiterate, the counterbalance 
is not claimed. Consequently, it is only required that the tensioning apparatus be 
capable of engaging the axial end thereof, of which Dorma is clearly capable.
